EpwarD SWEENEY. One of the menu who made the 
race for Jand at the time of the opening of the Cherokee 
Strip in 1893 is Edward Sweeney, whose farm is loeated - 
one mile east of the present Town of Dacoma. During 
the twenty years in which he has resided in this eom- 
munity, he has not alone developed u valuable and 
productive property and shown himself an intelligent and 
well-trained agriculturist, but has co-operated with other 
progressive and public-spirited vitizens in advancing the 
interests of Woods County. 

Mr. Sweeney is one of the comparatively few citizens 
of his part of Oklahoma fer whose citizenship this coin- 
monwealth is indebted to the New England states. He 
was born at Bridgeport, Connecticut, July 6, 1855, and 
is a son of Miles and Margaret (Mahan) Sweeney. His 
father, a uative of Ireland, emigrated to the United 
States at the age of twenty years, and was marrted in 
Connecticut, where, at Brodgeport, he followed his trade 
of mechanic until his death in 1860. He was the father 
of five sons and four daughters, naniely: James, Ann, 
Patrick, Bridget, Bernard, Mary, Edward, William and 
Klizabeth. 

The early advantages of Idward Sweeney were not 
numerous, nor was his edueation extensive, for he was 
only five years of age when his father died, the family 
was large, and the widowed mother was foreed to care 
for her children in the best way she could and the small 
means she had at hand.

On September 13, 1872, a precious baby girl was born to Mr. and Mrs. W. D. Sawtell, 
in Wheeling, West Virginia. She was named Alma. Later they moved to New Orleans-- 
she developed into a sprightly, dynamic young woman. 


The first half of her adult life, in a sense, began on October 27, 1897, when she. 
was happily married to a promising young Methodist preacher, in Algers, on the 
West Bank of New Orleans. His name was Robert Henry Wynn, the son of a Methodist 
circuit rider. They became one of the best-known and widely loved minister-wife 
teams, that this Annual Conference has known. Each brought to the combination, 
qualities, which the other seemed to need. They complemented each other wonder= 
®@® fully weld. Uncle Bob was quiet, caim, and deeply spiritual. He was nicknamed "The 
| St. John of the Conference." Aunt Alma was radiant, inspirational, bubbling, and | 
joyfuh, in her religious life. | 

Somehow, without seeming to neglect the nurture and care of three active children, 
Louise, Robert, and Pauline, she threw herself enthusiastically into her husband's 
career, She loved the Methodist Church and she loved people, making friends where- 
_ever she went. For 34 years, she and her husband worked together, devoted to each 
other, to their children, and to the work of the ministry. The years flew by. 


Leaving Algiers, they labored in the Irish Channel, in old New Orleans, at Louisi- 
ana Avenue Church. Then, in rapid succession, came Homer, Ruston, Minden, and Mon- 
roe. They were loved and appreciated in each place, 

After a short term on the Lafayette District, he was called to be President of 
Centenary College. They were trying years, but they had the satisfaction of a good 
job well done. Preferring the pastorate, he was again appointed to Ruston, and then 
to the Shreveport District. 

After 5 years of hard work in Lake Charles, they again came to Minden, in 1929. After 
one happy year, his terminal illness began. She suffered every pain, along with him, 
until he was relieved, on Christmas Day, in 1931. 

This married half of her adult life was busy, happy, and satisfying. She was wrapped 
up in her husband and his career, her family, her friends, and the Church. 

It often happens that when a devoted couple is broken by death, the surviving one 
grieves until illness or even death results. That did not happen with Aunt Alma. 

She was deeply affected by the loss of her beloved mate, but she did not indulge 

in grief. She moved into a new way of life, resolved to make the most of it. | 


The children insisted that she make her home with them, and she did, for 35 years. 
They showered love, tender care, and sincere eppeecee> on upon her. She never lacked 
for a thing.

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Q She continued to be interested in the Methodist Church, helping as she could, and 

j encouraging the children, in their church life. But she fourd some other, varied 
interests, also conncected with her Christian Faith. She took a tremdous interest, 
for example, in the work of Dr. E. Stanley Jones, and his Ashrams. She traveled 
all over the country, acting as secretary for the movement and reveling in this 
dynamic witness for personal and social Christian experience. 
She continued to attend the General Conferences of Methodism, as she had when 
Uncle Bob was delegate to four of them. 
At the age of 81, when most folks are content to sit. around and take it easy, she 
went with a group of women, by bus, from Houston, to the WSCS Assembly at Milwaukee. 
It was a long trip, but she enjoyed every minute of it. . 
When she was 87, I saw her, at the General Conference in Denver. ae was not going 
to miss a thing, if she could help it. 

A friend who has known and loved her for many years, remarked that ane was the "most 

alive person” that she had@ ever known. 
She was convinced that the Christian religion is an aid to happier and healthier 
living. It certainly proved to be that, in her case. 
Last December, at the age of 93, she was beginning to think that her faith had _ | 
failed, because her eyesight was gorwing dim; I had a long talk with her about that. 
We are grateful that her terminal illness was so short. Her life was long, and rich, 
and full. We are thanxful for her great faith. It nerpee to keep her buoyant and 
radiant, through many a long, tiring day. 


One of her friends through the years, Dawson Bryan, told a story he heard when a 
boy. I think it fairly represents the Christian attitude, at a time like this. 

"A little boy was playing in the sands along the seashore, building a city in the 
sane=--his city had streets, houses, stores, banks, churches, even a school, with a 
wall around it. He worked all afternoon, building his city in the sand. He was so 
wrapped up in his job that he did not notice the sun was setting—-clouds were 
gathering=--the wind was growing chill. He was very busy=—he did not notice the 
tide coming in, the waves mounting higher and higher--until one large wave swept 
in over him, washing away his city in the sane. He ran to a little cliff, nearby, 
alone and afraid==but he was not alone=-above him, on the cliff, was his elder 
brother. He had seen the whole thing=-—he noticed his little brother's fright. 

He reached down=-—caught hold of the younger brother's hand, and pulled him to 
safety=-arm in arm, they walked to the open door of their brightly lighted home, 
the home of their Father. | 

Often, we get so busy, playing upon the sands of time-—we get wrapped up in what 
we are doing here, on earth==we may not hotice the passing of time--that the wind 
is rising=-=the waves mounting higher and higher, until suddenly, without warning, 
or perhaps with warning=-=-a deadly wave sweeps in over us--wiping out the life we 
have known=-we may feel lonely and afraid. But we need not be--there is an Hlder 
Brother looking on. His name is Jesus Christ-~He has seen it all. He has been 
there, himself. He is ready to reach down, catch hold of our uplifted hands, and 
lift us to safety=-arm in arm with Him, we turn from this scene, toward a brightly 
lighted Home, where the door is always open, and the Father waits, with open arms.-— 
forgetting the storm outside, we may enter that place prepared for those who love Hin. 


Aunt Alma's faith carried her through, all the way-—-we thank God for her, and for 
her faith. It makes the difference, between faint hope, and positive assurance-— 
between defeat and triumph.

She gave him 
two sons, Dee & Vernon and died about "1823, Jasper had 3 wives after 
her, and one gave him 3 daughters: Sally, Etta, Maggie. 


Family legend claim Jasper was brought up in “southern sytle" ona 
successful plantation in SC, He ran away from home in 1863 to Miss. 
to join the 12th Miss. Calvery. His home was burned to the ground 
during the war and he did not return there when the war ended.

None of this is 
proven and my earliest known Bearden relative was my GGG Grandfather 
Richard Bearden, b. ca 1750-1769, married somewhere in North Carolina. 
Place and name of wife yet unknown. This Richard Bearden is found 
in Wilkes County, Georgia as early as 1785 and in Clarke County, 
Georgia by 1802, where he bought 150 acres of land. He, Richard 
made Clarke County his homw until his death in 1831. From Richard 
on down I have reasonable prpvof of descent through wills, marriages, 
etc. A grgaandson of this Richard, my Great grandfather, was named 
William Winn Bearden. Though I have no proof, I still believe my 
line is connected with the Winns. There is no record, however, of 
a connection between my Landrums and the winns, and no indication 
there ever was such a xonnection. 
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Now for the Landrums from which I descend: 


The claim by all researchers is that most if not all Landrums 
in America descended from two brothers, James and John Landrum, who 
were living in Rappahannock County (later Esses as of 1791), Virginia 
in the late seventeenth century. 


The oldest records, yet located, pertaining to the brothers, 
John and James Landrum, is a deed dated 8 December 1686, and recorded 
in old Rappahannock County, Virginia, records. This deed conveys to 
John Landrum 160 acres of land "South of the Rappahannock River, on 
the southeast side of Occupacia Run". John Landrum, sold this land 
by deed dated 4 February 1695, and signed by John Landrum and wife, 
Jane Landrum. John Landrum died in 1707-8 and his will was probated 
in Essex (part of old Rappahannock) County, Virginia, on 10 May 1708, 
This will named the following children: 

Thomas, b. ca 1685, m. Mark, dau of Capt. John Hawkins. 

Elizabeth, b. ca 1687, m. Buckenham or Boikemhead Brown, 

John, Jre, be. ca 1690, m. Mary } — 

Martha, b. ca 1695., no further record. 


In Essex County, Virginia, dated 11 January 1693, is the will 
of "Martin Johnson. Tthis will was entered for probate in Septem- 
per 1694 and named legatees: “to my grandson-in-law, John Evans, 
and to my loving friend Jane Landrum, now wife of John Landrum" "To 
these two equally to have and to hold, he willed his reals estate", 


By reasons of this will, some researchers have decided that 
the wife of John Landrum, Sr. was “Jane Johnson". I am of the school 
that says that if she were his daughter, the will would not have read 
"Loving Friend", 


The earliest record of James Landrum, the brother, is when he 
Signed Martin Johnson's will as a witness when it was made on 11 
January 1693. "Quit Rents" rolls of Essex County, Virginia, for the 
year 1704, lists both John and James Landrum as property holders. 
James Landrum, married Mary Browne(sic), daughter of William and 
Elizabeth Browne of Essex County, Virginia, in Essex County, Virginia, 
in 1696. James Landrum's will was probated in Essex County on 18 
December 1739. The will of Mary Brown Landrum was probated in Essex 
County, on 21 May 1754. The Will of James named wife and the follow- 
ing children. 

Margaret - married Pitts. 

Mary: Married Atkinson. 

William: Married : 

Elizabeth: Married Evans. 

Winifred: Married Frances Ramsey (Which is male is doubtful). 

Sarah: Married Boulware, 

samuel: Married Elizabeth . 

James, Jr.e: Married Rachel Ramsey? 

Patrick: Married Esther ° 

Dorcas: Married Thomas Swelliphen in 1745. 


Of John Landrum, Sr's children, John, Jr. is located in old 
Orange County, North Carolina in 1754. He had seven sons, John III, 
Thomas, Reuben, Joseph, Charles, Benjamin and Samuel B.. With John,Jr 
in North Carolina was found all of his sons with the exception of 
Thomas, who is identified as remaining in Virginia. 
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"Oo far as can be determined, Thomas, son of John, Sr. and 
bporh John, Sr‘s girls remained in Virginia. All of the Children 
of James and Mary Brown Landrum remained in Virginia. Our 
research has been centered primarily on John, Jr. and his descend~ 
ents, but we do have quite a bit on the others garnered in research 
and correspondence with others, 


It is known that some of the Other Landrums, other than John, 
Jr. and his six sons, left Virginia for the Carolinas, North and South, 
vefore the Revolutionary War. Some of these returned their f milies 
to be with kin in Virginia while they fought, and some families re- 
mained in both N. and S. Carolina, It wasn't until after the Revolu- 
tionary War, when soldiers were given lands in other states in lieu 
of full payment for their military service, that the real Landrum 
exodus from Virginia began. Our research has definitely located a 
few that migrated to Kentucky and Tennessee, also to the carolinas, 
Georgia and other southern states. However, as yet we have not de- 
termined who was the first migrant to Ohio, although it is known 
that some did go west by this route. 


I have an extra copy where I have attempted to indicate my 
particular line, beginning with John Landrum, the first. I am in- 
closing it so you can see that I yet have a long way to go to locate 
and identify even the Virginia-f#sargxa Carolina- Georgia, etc. line.

Thank you for your letter of January 25th asking about research 
at the courthouse here in Fayette County, Ohio. J am a native 
of Fayette County, having lived here all my life, belonging to 
two of Fayette Counties earliest families. I was taught how to 
research court house records back in 1929 by a very learned 
attorney by whom I was employed at that time as stenographer. 

I am a past State Officer of the Ohio Society Daughters of the 
American Revolution and of the Ohio Society United States 
Daughters of 1812, I have also been a chapter officer of both 
societies including the Colonial Dames of the 17th Century. 

Like many courthouses we had a fire which destroyed many of the 
early records back in the 1800's. I have been told however that 
the deed records are the most intact. One never knows until you 
look just what you will find. Our death records start about 1876. 


The names you asked about are not too familiar. Jéfferson Township 
was a big township with fertile land. Jeffersonville, village is 
the largest in the township. Bookwalter (originally Buchwalter) is 
avery small place, There is a possibility that since Bookwalter 
is very near the Madis#on County line, that your records might lie 
there, Again we cannot tell until we look, 


This has been a terrific winter here with ice and snow from about 
December 5th until this week. I haven't been out of the house due 

to hazardous driving only when my husband takes me. However, it 

did serve to get some income tax work done earlier than usual. It 
did throw me behind in my genealogical work at courthouses however. 

I have a nice library in my home and what I could do from here was 
fine. What I am trying to say is that if you wish me to do your 
searching for you, it will probably be March or April before I can 
get to it depending largely on the weather. I have several ahead of 
you and I do not do any hurry-up or slip-shod work, My fee is 

$1.00 per hour or $2.00 typewritten page. Any certifications of 

any courthouse record you might wish would have to be paid by you. 

I document my information, in other words state the source from which 
obtained. Sometimes people wish copies of a certain document certified. 


If you wish me to undertake your work, write me all the information 
you have on your family, and state how much you wish to expend on 
research, Have you checked any Fayette County Histories? Census 
records? These are most helpful including a court house search.

RUABON (RHIW-ABON). @ parish, in the union of Wrexham, hundred of 
Bromfield, county of Denbigh, North Wales, 5 miles (s.w. by s.) from 
Wrexham; containing 8353 inhabitants. This place, which @arives ite 
name from its situation on the email river Avon, is distinguished in 
the Welsh annals on ascount of a fierce and obstinately contested 
battle fought in the vicinity, between the forces under Owain Cyvelliog, 
Prince of Powys, and the English, in whieh the former obtained a 
decisive victory. In commemoration of this event, the Welsh prince, 
who was eminent both as a Warrior and a poet, composed a beautiful 
poem, called Hirlas Cwain, or "the drinking horn of Owain", of which 
an elegant translation by the Hev. Richard Williams is preserved in 
Pennant's Tour in North Wales. The parish is situated in a pécturesque 
part of the county, within three miles of the great Holyhead road, 

and is bounded on the south by the river Dee, The village, which 

is of considerable size, and of prepossessing appearance, is situated 
on the road from Owestry to Wrexham and Chester, and seems to have 
been indebted for its original prosperity to the noble mansion of 
Wynnstay, in the immediate vicinity, and for its present importance 
chiefly te the extensive mines of iron-stone and coal which abound, 
particularly in the southern and western parts of the parish. The 
extensive park of Wynnstay is entered from it by a plain but handsome 
gateway of modern erection, opening into a straight avenue, neariy 

a wile in length, composed of lofty trees of ancient growth, in which 
venerable oaks, stately elms, beeches and chestnuts are intermingled, 


and at the extremity of which is the manaion, the hospitable residence 
of Sir Watkin Williams Wynn, Bart., beautifully situated on a fine 
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and extensive lawn, having a noble artificial sheet of water in 

front, reflecting from its surface the foilage of some majestic 

trees near its margin. This spacious mansion, which has been 

erected at different periods and in various styles of architecture, 
though wanting unity in its design, is notwithstanding a stately 

pile of building, possessing, from its extent and substantial 
elevation, a striking character of simple and unostertatious 

grandeur. ‘The older portion of the building contains domestic 
offices and general apartments for the accommodation of the household. 
On the wall of a tower within tne court of this portion of house 

are the following Latin verses, allusive to the name of Wynnstay: 

"Cui domus est vistusque deceses, et patria dulcis, sunt satis haecs 
vitae, caetera cura laber. Struxit Johannes Wynn, Miles et baronettus, 
A.D. 1706". The more modern part of the building, erected by the 
first Sir Watkin, and enlarged and modernized by the present baronet, 
is a handsome substantial structure: the interior compréses several 
noble apartments, embellished with some excellent family portraits 

by Sir Joshua Reynolds and some of the best masters, two fullelength 
paintings of Charles II, and his Queen, and several other paintings 
of merit. Adjoining the house is a small handsome building, originally 
erected as a theatre, in which, during the festival of Christmas, — 
dramatic performances were exhibited for the amusement of the 
nobility and gentry of the surrounding country, guests of the 
hospitable proprietor. The park, which is twelve miles in scircume 
ference, is enriched with fine timber, and comprehends much variety 
and beauty of acenery: there are handsome lodges or entrances into 

it from various parts of the surrounding district; and a new drive, 
leading to the house from the ledge recently built on the London road, 
has added greatly net only to the convenience of access, but to the 
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embellishment of the grounds on the south side. At a short distance 
from the hall is the cold bath, near which stands a handsome fluted 
colum, erected efter a design by the late ur, James wyatt, to the 
menery of the late Sir Watkin Williams Wynn, Bart., by his mother: 
the shaft of the column, which is one hundred feet hich, rests upon 
@ square pedestal, sixteen feet high, ornamented on the faces with 
festooned wreaths of oak leaves, and at the angles, with eagles 
finely molded in brenzes the capital is surmounted by an entablature 
supperting a cireular platform, surrounded with an iron balustrade, 
to which there is an ascent fron within the column by a flight of 
spiral steps, and having in the centre a oircular pedestal, twelve 
feat high, on which is place@ a massive vase of bronze, enriched with 
soate* heads, Over the door leading to the ascent there is a tablet 
bearing the following inseription: "To the memory of Sir Watkin Willians 
Wynn, Bart., who died the 29th day of July, MDCCLXXXIX., this column 
Was erected by his affectionate mother, Frances Williams Wynn," and 
on the northeeast side, in letters of copper, is the insoription 
"“Filio optime, Kater Eheu Superstes." Near this column is a fine 
sheet of water, bounded by Wat's Dyke, which here intersected the 
part, and from which the mangion originaliy derived the name of 
Wattatay, changed by Sir John Wynn to £4 its present appellation. 
The dyke, which entered the park near its northern boundary, has 
been levelled in its course through the grounds but is traced again 
on the south side, near Penylan, and crosses the river Dee at ita 
junction with the Ceiriog. Sy the late improvements, part of 

Offa's Dyke is now within the limits of the partk, whish it enters 
at the second lodge from Ruabon, and leaves again near the waterloo 
Tower, Near the south-western extremith of the woods there is a 
eenotaph, erected by Sir W. Wiliieams Wynn, Bart., from a design 
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by Sir Jeffrey Wyatwille to the memory of his brother officers 

and soldiers who were glain during the rebellion in Ireland in 
1798: 4t stands on an eminence overloeking a deep ravine, called 
Nant y Bele, "the dingle of the marten," through which the river 
Dee urges its rapid course, along a narrow channel richly fringed 
with impending woods: from this building there is a most extensive 
and magnificent prospect, embracing a vast extent of the counties 
of Carnarvon, Denbigh, Flint, Chester, and Zalop, Chirk Castle and 
4t noble part, and the whole of the beautiful vale of Liangelien, 
including the stupendous aqueduct of Font y Cyssylitau, and the 
majestic and elevated ruins of Castell Dinas Oran, with the fine 
range of mountains in the distance. 

This parish somprises an important part of the Denbighshire 
coal tract, of which the principal seem of ceal is here nine feet 
thick. Its mineral wealth in coal and iron-ore, partisculeriy in the 
southern and weatern parts of it, has sauged the establishment of 
numerous Works, which till the year 1630 were in full operation, 
and extensive mines have been opened; so that a sreat part of the 
parish is now occupied by pits, charcoal hearths, and mineral works 
ef various kinds, and is interaected in different dtrections by 
Tailleroads, At Acrevair, within its limits, there are a very 
extensivs iron-foundary and colliery, belenging te the British Iron 
Company, in which three hundred men were constantly empleyed., There 
are also numerous blast furnaces and forges in other parts of the 
parish, for the munufacture of iron, and at the Ceyvn, a large 
atraggling willage on the nethern bank of the Dee, near a bridge 
over that river, called Newbridge, is a larsce establishment in which 
are milis for rolling, hoop and sheet iren: there are also considerable 


eoal-works, and a manufactory for coarse earthenware, in this part 
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of the parish. The Ellesmere canai, after passing over the Pont y¥ 
Syssylitau aqueduct, terminates in this parish: there is also 4 
branch eanel from the aqueduct, on the nerth bank ef the river Dee, 
which passes by Trevor and Liangolien, and terminates at Lilantysilio, 
where is receives from the Dee a supply of water for the whole line 
of the canal. It is in contemplation to construct a rall-voad to 
prossed directly from the Ellesmere canal to Chester, and to be 
continued thense to Liverpool; a ratiwey, three ulles and a quarter 
in length, already entends from the aqueduct through an extensive 
coal«fisld to Ruabon brook. Fairs are held on the last Friday in 
February, May 22nd, and November 20th, and a posteeffice has been 
established in the village. 

The living ig a vicarage, rated in the king's vooks at 1L13.6.0%, 
and endowed with a portion of the great tithes, congisting of one~ 
fourth part of the tithe of cexn throughout the whole parish, and 
the whole of the tithe of hay in several of the hamlets within its 
limits: present income L555; patron, Bliahep of St. Asaph: improprietors 
of the rest of the rectorial tithes, Sir Watkin Williams Wynn, bart., 
and others. The church, dedicated to St. Mary, is a spacious and 
venerable structure, containing some splendid sonumenta to the family 
of Wynns the most ancéent its one to the memory of Joharmes ab Ellis 
Eyton, who joined the party of the Earl of Richmond, afterwards 
Henry VII, and, in reward for hie eminent services, raceived from 
that wonarch an extensive grant of lands in this part of the prinsipale 
ity. in the same sepulchral chapel, on the south side of the chancel, 
are the monuments of Henry Wynn, Eeq., tenth son of Sir John Wynn of 
Gwydir, ancestor of the present family: es this menument he is repree 
gented in a standing posture, and on one side ig a kneeling figure 
of Sir John Wyrm, and on the ether side of his wife Jane, daughter 
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of Eyton Evans, by whom the Wynnstay estate was obtained, On the 
opposite side of the altar there is a beautiful monument, by Rysbrach, 
te the firet Sir Watkin Williams Wyrm, whe was killed by a fail from 
hie horee, in 1749; his effisy, in a graceful attitude, is finely 
seulptured, and his various virtues are recorded in an elegant Latin 
evulosium, written by Dr. King, of St. Mary's Hall, Oxford. There 

4g also a fine monument, by Nellekins, to Lady Henrietta, first wife 
of the ape Sir Watkin, whe died only eae few weeks after her marriage, 
in 17693 on the pedestal is an exquisitely sculptured figure of Hope, 
reclining on an urn, and on one side ie an inseription snelesed 

within a serpent having the tail in its mouth, emblemetical of eternity. 
The church wac thoroughly repairdd, in 1772, at the expense of the late 
Sir Watkin, whe presented an organ, and alec, on the baptism ef his 
eldest son, the present baronet, an elegant font of white marble, 
supported by a tripod of veautiful design, There are places of 
wership for General and Farticular Baptists, Independents, and 
Primitive and Yesleyen Methodists, 

The Rav. John Rebinaon, viear of this parish, in 1703, 
bequeathed the shole of his estate, in the hamlet of Mereten, to his 
suesessers in the vicarage, in trust to receive out of the rents 112 
per annum fer preaching a sermon every Sunday afternoon in the parish 
ehureh, and to appropriate the remainder to the support of a free 
sehool, to be open to all shildren of the parish, and under the care 
of a master approved by the vicar: he also gave lanéde in the parish 
of Wrexham to the vicare, in trust, te pay sixpence per week te nine 
poor people of this parish, and one of the parish of Erbistock, with 
& gown oF coat to each every Christmas, and alse to clothe six pres 
ehildren from aix to twelve years of age: and by a codicil te his will

The lev, Peter Roberts, Ave, MeP.Se, the learned editor of the 
Collestemsa Cambrica, and author of the "Early History of the Cymry, 
or Anolent britens”, and other works, reaided in this perish. The 
total expenditure of the parechial rates for the year ending March 
25th, 1537, amounted to Lic93, of which L1459 wag fer the relief of 
the poor, L227 towards county rated, ani LL? for incidental chaxrees. 
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he gave a house ané garden, and L50 in money towards the erection 

of almehouses for ten poor people, which ne directed to be built 

néar the church. The endowment of the school was augmented by Ellis 
Lloyd, in 1711, who bequeathed L206 for the support of the master, 

and for apprenticing poor boys: the echool-roon, which adjoins the 
churchyasd, contains 70 boys, 30 of whom are educated by aid of the 
endownent, which amounts to L1? per annun, and the reat are paid 

for by their parents, There are alse three other day scheols, one 

of which, containing 40 girls, is endowed by Lady Harriet ¥. Wyrng 
another contains about 60 children, of whom 10 are paid for by an 
annual denation of L1G, and the rest by their parents; and in the 
other about 20 are inetructed wholiy at their parents’ expense, 

Five Sunday schools are supported by subscription: in one arse about 

80 males and females, who attend the Established Church: and in the 
other four, appertaining to various denomirations of dissenters, are 
about 380, The Rev. Bichard Davies, vicar of the parish, in 1740, 
bequeathed an estate in the Vale of Clwyd for the srection and endow= 
ment of eight almshouses for se many poor men and women: the almshouses 
are now eighteen in number end the inmates receive a weekly ellowance 
of three shillings each, There are also four ealmshouses at Nant y 
Gwallia, in this parish, ereeted in 1782, by Mre. Rowland, of Plas 
Binnion, who vested the nomination of the almspeople in her heirs. 
Numerous other charitable donations and bequests have been at various 
times and by different benefactors made to the poor of the parish, 
amounting to more than L2000, of whieh a part hag been veated in the 
purchase of estates, and the whole produces a very considerable annual 
incomé, which is regularly distributed among the poor. Offa's Dyke 
and Wat's Dyke both intersect the parish, and in their courses approach 
within a quarter of a mile of each other, near the viliage, but diverge

& In practically every library the following reference books may be found. 


sas Daughters of the American Revolaétiom. .These works are accompanied by an index 
to names of ancestors and will give volume and page number. EXAMPLE: If your 
name is Jones...look in every one of the Index to ancestors and jot down the 
Volume and the page number. Check every book. This could be a short-cut because - 
you may find where an aunt or some relative has become a member of the D.A.R. and 
if you are lucky in this connection you have immediately whipped 10 Ten generations. 
If you cannot find where any relative has joined the D.A.R...you may be fortunate 
‘enough to isolate the name of JONES in Virginia where your ancestor lived...and 
this will be your challenge to tie-up with this Revolutionary War Soldier. Then if 
successful, secure a copy of the application of the D.A.R. member. | 


2. If your family came from Virginia, you will find in the Map Room at Tulane a Cross 
Index of Names and places by SWEM. There are two volumes and you will want to check 
for names of all your ancestors known to you. This index is very revealing and will 
cite':volume and page # of various books where the information may be found. If you 
are LUCKY you may find a sketch of your family already traced and tailor made for 
you.. Or you may not find anything. 


3. . Again if your ancestors were from Virginia and if you are l@oking for Military 
Service you will want to check Virginia Colonial Malitia by Crozier. You will also 
want to check "List of Colonial Soldiers of Virginia” by H. J. Eckenrode, Archivist 
also "The Lower County Virginia Antiquary' by James. The Tulane Map Room has a small 

& - box file on the big round table which contains a list of the so-called most important 
- genealogies that are either on the shelves in the room itself or elsewhere in the 
Library and in the latter case it will be necessary to make up a slip of the books 
you need or want and they will get them for you. 


4. There will be good reference books that will not be listed. These used to be in 
the Rare Book Department but I have been told that this has been done away with 
and that all books will be listed on the cards in Map Room if pertaining to gene- 
alogy. If you know the name of the book you are seeking and it is not on the Map 
Room then you will be compelled to look through the Master Index Cards. 


< In general here are the names of some of the books I would suggest checking and in 
the absence of an index the bookg you will have to read from cover to cover. They 
are as follows: NEW ENGLAND GENEALOGICAL MAGAZINE - A MARVELOUS SOURCE -

Among them is that of Sir feha-Wynne, compiler of the me- 


-moirs, who died in 1626. The country people have a tradition, 
that he was a great oppreffor; and accordingly have fent his 


perturbed {pirit to refide in the neighboring cataract of Rbaiader y 
Wenol. The head of his wife, Sydvey *, daughter of Sir William 
Gerard, chancellor of Ireland, is elegantly engraven on a plate 
near him: that of their daughter, Mary, wife of Sir Roger 
Mofiyn, on another. Thefe were the work of Sylvanus Crew. 

But a half-length of dame Sarab Wynne Ts daughter of Sir Tho- 
mas Middleton, of Chirkcaftle, and wife to Sir Richard Wynne, by 
William Vaughan, is far the moft beautiful piece of engraving I 


~ ever faw: yet neither the names of this, or the foregoing artift, 


are on the records of the fine arts. Her hufband was a gentle- 
man of diftinguithed merit, groom. of the bedchamber to Charles I.

A very plain ftone records the death of his eldeft brother, 
Sir Fobu Wynne, knight, who died at Lucca, on his travels, in

fen numbers of his letters, which thew him to have been a very 
oblervant man; fome of which mays in the Appendix, be an 
amufement to the reader. 

One other tomb, of far greater antiquity than the others, re- 
mains to be mentioned; that of Howel Coytmor, whofe figure, 


armed, is reprefented in ftone. He was gran-fon of the knight 


at Bettws; owned Gwedir, which was fold by one of his pofte- 
rity to the family of the Wyuzes, | 

In this church is preferved the ftone wot of Llewelyn the 
Great, with the fides curioufly cut into quatre-foils.

I Mave from Lianrw/t two excurfions; one to vifit Meynan 
Abby, tranflated hither in 1289, from Conwy, by permiffion of 
pope Nicholas *, as he fays, at the requeft of Edward I. and the 
monks, The king beftowed on them the townfhip of Mayan, 
in lieu of Conwy, and confirmed to them all the revenues and 
priveleges they before enjoyed, together with various immuni- 


ties from taxes, tolls, and duties + ; and befides, gave them the

Financial insecurity, private grievances, and the general dis. 
comfort of frontier living were compounded by the severe cold 
weather which arrived in December and continued all through 
January. The river froze, a fierce north wind penetrated the crevices 
of hastily built dwellings, game disappeared from the woods. Such 
conditions only added to resentment at demands on slender re- 
sources; grumbling and complaints at hardships endured were fre- 
quent. By the New Year Penn was reported to be mingling “strong 
and impressive sighs” with his prayers “because the true Philadel- 
phia and brother love is not to be met with as freely in this our 
Philadelphia as he on his part desires.’4® By mid-January, 1684, 
the discontent was becoming more vocal and pointed. 

Certain proposals, their precise nature carefully omitted in the 
official record, were submitted to Penn and the Council by Anthony 
Weston. He and more substantial citizens, including a number of 
original purchasers, had ‘“‘mett at Tho. Hootens and there chose him 
to draw up Proposalls . . . which Proposalls were mended by Tho. 
Wynn,” and which “Jno. Songhurst, Jno. Parsons, Tho. Duckett 
and Others, would stand to.’’49 These proposals Penn and the Coun- 
cil summarily rejected as being “‘of great presumption and Contempt 
of this Government and authority.” Thomas Wynne was “‘reproved 
for doeing of the same,” and the “‘freemen that Subscribed to Antho. 
Weston’s proposalls” were ordered ‘‘to give for their good behaviour 
to ye governm'” a single recognizance of fifty pounds “till such

Thomas Wynne’s participation in the “presumptious” proposals 
very likely reflected in some degree his growing restiveness at re- 
strictions not to his taste. Assigned no part of either a Front or 
High Street lot, even when he was assured the omission was in- 
advertent and he could share the other half of the lot on Schuylkill 
side assigned his co-purchaser, John ap John, he still was not satisfied. 
Like Robert Turner, he wanted to be near the Dock and the center 
of business, not two miles distant at the Schuylkill. Determined to 
locate near the Dock, Wynne entered into negotiations with Dennis 
Rochford, who was living on the Orian tract fronting the Schuylkill, 
and owned his brother-in-law Thomas Herriot’s right to the Dela- 
ware Front lot north of Wynne Street. Accordingly, in September 
Rochford obtained a warrant to have half of his lots surveyed on 
Delaware side, ‘and on Schuylkill side the other half, being half the 
lotts exchanged with Thomas Wynne for his purchase.” After 
three months passed without further action, Wynne, impatient at 
the delay, took matters into his own hands. Obtaining his own war- 
rant, the day before the Weston proposals came before the Council, 
he succeeded in having two fifty-one foot lots surveyed for himself 
and John ap John on the site assigned to Herriot, adjoining Charles 
Pickering’s lot.

WYNNE-BUTTALL. Dr. Thomas Wynne, first 
speaker of the Provincial Assembly of Pennsylvania, 
married as his first wife, about 1655-7, Martha Buttall 
of Wrexham (See ‘‘Merion,’’ 261 &.). Searches in 
Wales undertaken by the late Mr. Palmer of Wrexham, 
and others on behalf of the late Mr. H. W. Lloyd failed 
to determine this lady’s parentage, but Mr. Palmer 
turned up the will of her brother, Jonathan Buttall of 
Battersea, Surrey, dated 26 August, 1695, In which he 
mentions his sister Martha Wynne’s children (she hav- 
ing died about 1670), and other relatives. A full ab- 
straet of this will is given in ‘‘Merion,’’ pp. 262-3. The 
jarentage of Jonathan Buttall, and Martha Wynne 
(his sister), is proved by the following document..

he statements made above concerning the log are based 
n personal examination of a photostat of the original 
iow in the Historical Society of Pennsylvania. The 
ocument was printed in 1895 by L. Taylor Dickson [Pub- 
cations of the Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania, 
‘ol. 1, first article], who remarks that Hannah Logan 
mith was in error in stating that Elizabeth Wynne came 
m the Submission, and that probably she came on the 
‘elcome with her husband, with which conclusion I am 
lappily in agreement. Where Hannah Logan Smith made 
‘his statement is unknown unless it was she who in 1885S 
lad transcribed the Pemberton register for publication,

Dr. Jordan [Co 
onial and Revolutionary Families, 3:1189-1197] state 
categorically that Elizabeth Wynne did come on the S 
mission, but something has gone wrong with the follo 
ing sentence: "This third wife who survived Dr. Wynn 
and was named in his will as executrix, did not acco: 
pany him to Pennsylvania, but, accompanied by her fi 
husband [sic: Joshua Maude, who had then been dead a 
least six years] and daughters Jane and Margery Maud: 
sailed from Liverpool, September 5, 1682, in the Shi:

reading, but Dickson read the names in 1895 as "Jane- 
clif Hodges & Ellen Holland," and in discussing the 
reading, admits that perhaps the reading should be "F 
clif Hodges," though certainly not "Harriet." On the 
other hand, the Pemberton list, which shows the two 
Maude girls but not their stepsister Rebecca Wynne, 
does yet have in the same connection "Farclife Hedges 
apprentice to Thomas Winn."

d in the 1864 reprint of the first volume of the Memm~ — - 
irs of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania. Ina 7 
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Merioneth, promised and undertook to write up the “suf- 

- ferings’’ of the Welsh Friends, in the years past. A subject 
so enlarged, subsequently, by Friend Besse, that it is only 

; contained in two large printed volumes, since he records the 
sufferings of Friends in all lands. At the Yearly Meeting 
at Garthgynvor, near Dolgelly, in 1685, there were in at- 
tendance these “gentlemen,” who had a part in the found- 
ing of the Merion Meeting. Charles Lloyd and Richard Da- 
vies, from. .Montgomeryshire; Roger ap John, and John 
ap John, and Richard Davies, from ‘Denbighshire. The dele- 
gates to the great Yearly Meeting, at.London, in 1683, when 
the Welsh Friends were first represented were Richard Da- 
vies, representing North Wales, and James Lewis, South 
Wales. 

And of this John the son of John, the late Dr. Tavicks of 
Philadelphia, said in an address delivered before the His- 
torical Society of Pensylvania, 18 month, 1893*: “He was 
the Apostle of Quakerism in Wales,” and he “was the direct 
agenf, under Providence, in bringing about changes which 
resulted in the settlement so largely by Welsh emigrants of 
the Township of: Merion.” 

And this is the good authority for John ap John, the 
first minister among Welsh Friends, having been the Father 
of the “Welsh Tract” in Pensylvania, and of the variously 
called Merion, Haverford, or Radnor Monthly Meeting, in 
it, and. it was natural that he should head the committee of 
Welsh Friends who first interviewed Penn about buying 
some of his land in America, and removing thither, and as 
this was but shortly after he had entered into possession, 
it is possible that John was in Penn’s confidence, and had 
the earliest information of the consummation of his bargain 
with the King, and suggested to the Welsh to secure the best 
lands.

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ARRANGING WELSH SETTLEMENT 


The material inducements to purchase his land, and re- 
move to it, that Penn offered, no doubt was made to the 
Welsh Friends through John ap John, and they can. be im- 
agined. Surely they were sufficiently attractive, for a com- 
mittee, probably gotten together by John, and representing 
Monthly Meetings of a half dozen Welsh shires, decided 
upon going to London to interview him personally before 
investing, for the Welsh were ever a cautious race. 

The gentlemen,—who may, or may not have gone in a 
body,—who sought this conference with Penn on the part of 
themselves, and the Meetings of which they were members, 
is the first Roll of Honor connected with “New Wales,” 
“Cambria,” or “The Welsh Tract,” as the lands, in Penn’s 
Province, in which they became interested, were variously 
known at first. :

Page'179. Will of “Daniel Medlicott, of Haverford,” signed in the 
presence of Stephen Evans, John Roberts, and Daniel Meredith, 16. 7. 
1688, was proved at Philadelphia, 20 March, 1697-8. He left his 
estate to his wife, Martha, and mentioned his daughter, Mary Medli- 
cott, and overseers Edward Jones and Francis Howell. He had prop- 
erty “near Schoolkill beyond the Gulff”.

Page 181. I do not know who was the compiler of the pedigree, so 
cannot speculate on its. authenticity, or reliability, and this, too, since 
mo authorities are given for important statements made, nor are the 
sources of the information cited, but there is a “long distance” pedi- 
gree of Dr. Thomas Wynne printed in page 618, of Jordan’s “Colonial 
Families of Philadelphia.”

Radnor® but repeats the old nae of Radnor in Wales, and 
Huverford (aber-fford, the ford at the confiuence,) tells the story 
that it was from Haverford West in South Wales the early 
settlers in this immediate vicinity came, while Merion, in the 
new world, takes up and in itself continues a name which 
has had a topographical meaning for more than a thousand 
years. Meirion, as it is often written, in the old provincial 
records, and as it was originally called in the Welsh language. 
is but a slight modification of the name of that British 
prince, or king as he is sometimes called, who, as Meyreon, 
Meirion, Meiriawn ruled over a part of Britain in the early 
part of the eighth century, and who gave his name, even 
then, to his own domain, which it has since retained, and 
which, as Merionethshire, has been a county of North Wales 
since the ycar of our era 1284. It was from Merionethshire, 
North Wales, that the settlers on the land, which now 
lies north of the Pennsylvania Railroad, near Philadel- 
phia, chiefly came, and of one or two of them and. their 
families that it is proposed in this paper to write. The in- 
formation thus given is derived from papers brought here by 
these emigrants themselves, or written by them cotempora- 
neously with the settlement, which have been transmitted 
by them to their descendants.3

2 The names of Radnor and of Haverford, like that of Merion, are both 
of very ancient date. Radnor is mentioned in Welsh history, even so early 
as A. D. 1196, as having been burned by an invading foe. Haverford had 
its Castle so early as the year 1112 A.D., and Giraldus Cambrensis gives 
the account of “a preaching tour” made there by Archbishop Baldwin and 
himself in the year of our era 1118. He reports that they were most kindly 
received by the Haverfordians and their religious services gratefully acknow- 
ledged.

We therefore cominend them 
unto you in the love of God, tenderly wishing that their removal may be for 
their temporal and eternal felicity. Soe we thus for, and in the said Bearers 
behalfe, thought fit to acquaint friends where they may come; and are your 
friends and brethren.” “Sigued Lewis Owen, Rowland Owen, David Jones, 
& others.” 

Rowland Ellis took an active part in the new colony, “ being much con- 
sulted because of his sound judgment in all cases civil or religious.” The 
memorial prepared by Gwynedd Monthly Meeting respecting him, says, he 
had a gift in the ministry which was acceptable and to edification. He was 
careful in educating his children religiously by timely endeavoring to incul- 
cate in them the principles of piety and virtue; a practice tending thereto 
was having meetings frequently in his family, which he long continued. He 
died at the house of his son-in-law, John Evans, in the eightieth year of his 
age, and was buried at Friends’ burying-ground, at Plymouth, Tmo. 1729.

Thomas Wynne was born in Cacrwys, Flintshire, North Wales, and came 
to America in the ship Welcome with William Penn. He took an active 
part in the early history of Pennsylvania, was Speaker of the first Provincial 
Assembly held in Philadelphia, He was also a preacher among Friends, 
and wrote several controversial tracts, a few copies of which are still extant. 
He died 1 mo. 16, 1692, and was buried in Friends’ burying-ground, in 
Philadelphia. In his last will and testament, a copy of which has been 
kindly furnished the writer by Dr. William Kent Gilbert, bearing date the 
15th day of the first month, 1691, he calls himself Thomas Wynne, practi- 
tioner of physick. He appoints his dear ffriends Thomas Lloyd, deputy 
governor of this Province, and Griffith Owen, to be overseers of his will. 
His daughter Mary was the wife of Edward Jones, who settled at Merion in 
the year 1682. For one, among many notices of Dr. Wynne, see Philadel. 
phia Friend, vol. 27, p. 228.

Hugh Roberts, or Hugh ap Robert, as his name is sometimes written, 
was one of the most useful of the associates of William Penn in his new 
settlement. Like his friend Rowland Ellis he had been greatly persecuted 
at home because of his Quakerism, several instances of which are on record 
in Besse’s Sufferings of Friends (Article Wales), and his name is on the 
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business atfairs and their public spirit, the Fishers were 
thus prominent among Friends and also in the community, 
and consequently their silent influence was greatly feared 
but perhaps exaggerated by the Revolutionary party. Dike, 
the dancing master and swordsman, was umong the exiles, 
and it may be supposed he turned the red coat in which 
Graydon saw him in Reading, for Mr. Fisher relates that 
he escaped from Winchester. In that town the exiles lost 
by death Thomas Gilpin and Jolin Ilunt. The others passed 
eight dreary months of separation from their familics, and 
at last were released, “unheard and untried,” under a reso- 
lution of Congress which declared, “Their longer remaining 
in exile was a dangerous precedent on a future occasion, and 
answered no good purpose.” 

So notable a thing as the cake called A. P.’s should not be 
passed over slightingly. They were excellent and of wide- 
extended fame in the earlier part of the century. Their name 
was derived from the initials of their maker, Ann Page. 
Her small frame house in Second Street, two doors north of 
Carter’s Alley, was no doubt the scene where many a Master 
Slender of the day sighed in vain. 

Chestnut Street was at first called Wynne, after Dr. Thomas 
Wynne, of Wales, who came here in the good ship Welcome 
with William Penn. The founder had desired his province 
to be called Sylvania, but yielding obedience to his monarch’s 
pleasure he submitted to its being called Pennsylvania. It 
was indeed a sylvan scene—earth never saw a fairer—and 60, 
as a matter of course, the streets of the city, that he doubted 
not was to be one of the mighty ones of the world, were to be 
named after the trees of the beautiful forest that then covered 
almost all of the land. 

On page 164 of this volume it is stated that Andrew Brad- 
ford’s printing office was on the west side of Second Street. 
“Thomas Bradford the eldest son of William Bradford and 
Rachel, the daughter of Thomas Budd, was born May 4, 
1745, O. S., at the 8. EH. corner of Black Horse Alley and 
Sacond Street.” It is most probable, therefore, that Andrew 
Bradford’s office was at the same place.

ments do not support the reading just quoted. The S& 
mission log has at the bottom of the list, considera} 
below the names of the passengers, as a sort of afte 
thought, the following:

At least, that is what appears to me to be the correc 
reading, but Dickson read the names in 1895 as "Jane- 
clif Hodges & Ellen Holland," and in discussing the 

reading, admits that perhaps the reading should be "F 
clif Hodges," though certainly not "Harriet." On the 
other hand, the Pemberton list, which shows the two 
Maude girls but not their stepsister Rebecca Wynne, 
does yet have in the same connection "Farclife Hedges 
apprentice to Thomas Winn." Now in the seventeenth 
century an apprentice might be regularly called a ser 
vant, but I do not think a person who was really a se 
vant in the modern sense would ever be called an appr 
tice. I am therefore inclined now to think that a pe 
son named Hedges, with a given name something like "F 
elif," came as a servant on the Submission, passage b 
ing borne by the owners of the ship who expected to b 
reimbursed by selling the services of said servant to 
some inhabitant of Pennsylvania, and that Thomas Wynn 
was the subsequent purchaser. It is not quite certai: 
that the sex of this person was male but I think this 
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yre probable than female, and if so, one would expect 
» find subsequently a physician of this name in Penn- 
rivania. So far as has been discovered, however, the 
scords are completely silent about any physician of 
143 name.

She was 
h delegate to the state Democratic 
convention. Mrs. Wynne sings in 
the cHurch choir and plays organ 
and piano; she is currently 
president of the Women’s Society 
of Christian Service and is presi- 
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Auxiliary, the Dallas County 
Hospital Auxiliary; and the March 
of Dimes, Heart Fund. She is 
presently on the board of directors 
of a school for retarded children, 
which is in the planning stages for 
Fordyce and Dallas County 
residents. 


ALTHOUGH MRS. Wynne has 
ceased her activities with the 
Fordyce PTA since her youngest 
son graduated from Fordyce High 
School, she says she plans to 
return to the association when her 
granddaughter enters school.

“But hér devotion and interest - 
did not, and does not, end with her - 
family. She has always taken an - 


exhaustive interest in the church, 


the schools, service organizations, . 
and individuals and the community ° 
in general. And during all of this - 
she managed to develop a prelty .
